Supply of Fish the Only Food That 
Is Inexhaustable 


It is estimated that the fish con- 
Sumption is about twenty pounds to 
the person a year, The consumption 
of meat is je one hundred and 
seventy pounds per capita a year; 
these are averages, of course, 
they are approximately correct, The 
price of meat is about double that of 
fish. It would make a great differ- 
ence in the cost of living if people 
ate more fish and less meat. 

The supply of fish is the only 
food supply that is ittexhaustible. If 
the vast resources of neglected sea- 
food now almost untouched’ were 
utilized, the result would be a great 
saving of meat and a great reduction 
in the family living expenses. 

Fish is delicious and. nourishing 
food, and it scems remarkable that 
so little of it is consumed, The food 
controller appears to have as oue of 
his main objects’ the conservation of 
the meat supply. , One of the most 
peeesrat ways of doing this would 

e to educate the people to make 
greater use of fish. One way to ob- 
tain a greater appreciation of fish 
would be to supply the public with 
informatign about its food value, and 
recipes for its preparation, A great 
many people do not understand how 
to ‘prepare fish for the table. Many 
people have an unfavorable opinion 
of fish. as food because they have 
never eaten it properly cooked.
